All of these tend to delimit and dis- 
courage individual initiative, and in 
the same manner to promote and en- 
courage concerted action, in one In- 
dustry and another. There is nothing 
inherently wrong in the abstract idea 
of concerted action. So long as the 
public interests are not menaced, men 
may properly combine in one capacity 
or another without objection. But the 
difficulty is that industrial combina- 
tions ar usually against the public 
good, either in whole or in paf€ The 


inereased powers which they give to 


monopoly of the trade, and securing 
also, for its product (coal,) the high- 
est price the traffic will bear. Run- 
ning in close connection with, though 
adverse to, the ceal monopoly, is Joha

tives inspire Mitchell labor trust as 
those which inspire the coal trust. 
Mitchel!l’s organization seeks to secure 
a monopoly of the labor employed in 
mining coal.
